Chicago, Oct. 2.— M aintaining that 
the jLolicy of the United States gov­ 
ernment with relation to the valua­ 
tion of public coal lands is not open 
to criticism s advanced against it. and 
that it is designed to prevent monop­ 
olization and to encourage develop 
ment, W alter L. Fisher, secretary of 
the interior, made public his reply to 
protests ugalnst that policy submit­ 
ted to him last June by Representa­ 
tive Frank W. Mondell of Wyoming. 
Mr. Mondell, In a letter to Secretary 
Fisher shortly after he entered the 
cabinet, charged that prices fixed by 
tbe government on public coal lands 
were prohibitive, that they paralyzed 
the coal industry of the West, result 
ed in increasing the cost of coal to the 
consumer from 50 cents to $1 a ton 
and created monopoly In the bands of 
the government and those who ac­ 
quired coul land prior to the ado|>tion 
of the classification j>olicy Ju ly 1, 1907. 
Mr. Mondell further stated in his 
protest that prices f or coal lands in all 
the working fields run from $150 to 
$500 an acre; that millions of acres 
are rated at values above $180 an 
acre.

Chicago, Oct. 2.— Maintaining that 
the policy of the United States gov­ 
ernment with relation to the valua­ 
tion of public coal lands is not open 
to criticisms advanced against it. and 
that it Is designed to prevent monop­ 
olization and to encourage develop­ 
ment, W alter L. Fisher, secretary of 
the interior, made public his reply to 
protests against that policy submit­ 
ted to him last June by Representa­ 
tive Frank W. .Mondell of Wyoming. 
Mr. Mondell, in a letter to Secretary 
Fisher shortly after lie entered the 
cabinet, charged that prices fixed by 
the government on public coal lands 
were prohibitive, that they paralyzed 
the coal industry of tile West, result­ 
ed in increasing the cost of coal to the 
consumer from 50 cents to $1 a ton 
i and created monopoly in the hands of 
the government and those who ac­ 
quired coal land prior to the adoption 
of the classification policy July I, 1907. 
Mr. Mondell further stated in his 
protest that prices for coal lands in all 
the working fields run from $150 to 
$500 an acre; that millions of acres 
are rated at values above $180 an 
acre. 
All these allegations Secretary Fish­ 
er, after a thorough study, declares 
are "apparently based on a series of 
misapprehensions as to the basis on 
which valuations are made by the de­ 
partment, as to prices actually placed 
on coal lands and the effect which the 
classification have had upon the sale 
of public coal lands.”

This system of robbery is now being 
carried on with the knowledge and 
under the protection of tho 
Indian 
administration in New Mexico. 
The 
Indian office is fully informed of the 
rascality, but the deadly hand of poli­ 
tics palsies any move to protect the 
Indians. 
“ This systematic robbery worked 
very well as long as the Indians 
were kept in subjection by drunken­ 
ness and debauchery. 
But two years 
ago the Santa Clara Indians, through 
the efforts of this service, became ab­ 
stainers almost to a man. 
They not 
only did this, but they went about 
securing evidence to prosecute sa ­ 
loonkeepers for selling to other In­ 
dians. 
Many of these Indians be­ 


foreman of the grand jury was a part­ 
ner with Superintendent Crandall in 
the speakeasy. 


“ Next, Assistant Commissioner Ab­ 
bott compelled me to dismiss from the 
service the two deputies who had been 
mainly instrumental in securing the 
improved conditions at Santa Clara, 
but who had spoken irreverently of 
the Indian superintendent’s speakeasy 
at Santa Fe. 
“ Superintendent 
Crandall 
then 
notified the rough, drunken Indians 
j that myself and my official force had 
I no authority and that they should 
J disregard anything that 
we 
said. 
This advice from the superintendent 
Inspired 
four drunken 
Indians to 
make a deadly assault on one of my 
Indian deputies, Juan Cruz, at Cha­ 
mita. on tile night 
of 
February 4. 
Cruz, in order to save his life, fired 
at random into the darkness, tile shot 
unfortunately killng Ii is principal as­ 
sailant, Jose Dolores Garcia. 
Cruz 
was arrested and held without bail 
charged with murder in the fire de­ 
gree. 
“ Assistant Commissioner 
Abbott 
then telegraphed to me positive ord­ 
ers to take no steps toward the de­ 
fense of Juan Cruz. 
As a matter of 
humanity, I appealed to Crandall to 
aid in the defense. 
He would do 
nothing. 
I then appealed to F. S. 
Wilson, attorney for the Pueblo In­ 
dians, paid a salary by the govern­ 
ment for his serries, but who is a 
member of Crandall’s gang. 
He re­ 
fused to aid unless he got an extra 
fee. 
The \Vr. C. T. U. of Santa Fe 
then took the matter up, and made a 
public appeal for funds with which to 
employ counsel to defend the Indian. 
This created such a scandal that Com­ 
missioner Y’alentine, six weeks later, 
revoked Abbott’s inhuman order to 
let Cruz hang and wired me to do all 
in my power to protect the boy. 
The 
next move was on the part of the In­ 
dian service cabal to compel me to al­ 
low Cruz to plead guilty to murder 
in the second degree and go to the 
penitentiary. 
I refused and with the 
assistance of J. M. Christ of Santa 
Fe, the able attorney employed by the 
\V\ C. T. U., after a savage fight In 
court of a week, succeeded in secur­ 
ing the freedom of the boy and his 
disharge from custody. 


“ And the precious outfit of politi­ 
cal heelers who wanted 
to 
hang 
Cruz for his anti-liquor efforts em-
